The action of children are the responsibility of 
the parents and they may be held accountable, Betts 
said. “Remember that some of the medical injury 
settlements are substantial.”

accidents in downtown Sierra Madre as a result of 
young people riding their bicycles, skateboards and 
blade skates on the sidewalks instead of in the 
streets. The business district downtown comprises 
the area from the public library to east of Howie’s 
Market, he said, and this is where it is illegal to use 
city sidewalks. 

In the residential areas where they are allowed 
on sidewalks, these young people must also use due 
caution and, of course, parents are held responsible 
there, also. 

The chief explained that riding a skateboard, 
bike or skates in an unauthorized zone is a city code 
violation and the skateboard or bicycle can be taken 
from the youth. Recovery will result in bringing 
parents to the police station for consultation before 
recovery of the vehicle. 

“Officers are encouraged to pay particular 
attention to this problem,” the chief concluded.

Search and Rescue members execute dramatic ‘saves’ 


Eleven members of the Sierra Madre Search and 
Rescue Team joined as many as 60 other searchers 
last weekend, looking for two lost hikers on Mt. 
Baldy. 

Cindy Moyneur, 36, and Ryan McIntosh, 11, of 
Santa Ana, were last seen at the summit of the 
10,064-ft. peak at 2:30 p.m. last Friday afternoon. 

The search was begun by personnel by San Ber¬ 
nardino County at dusk on Friday. Members of the 
local Search and Rescue team arrived Saturday 
morning after having rescued an injured motorist 
from a car that went over the side of Highway 39 in 
the San Gabriel Canyon at 3 a.m. Saturday. 

When they arrived at Mt. Baldy, the Sierra 
Madre members split up into groups of two or three, 
going different directions, and went immediately to 


the summit of Mt. Baldy where they searched Satur¬ 
day afternoon and Sunday morning. They spent Sat¬ 
urday night above 9000 feet on the peak in winds 
that reached 70 and 80 MPH. The local team was 
the only group that spent that night in the field, 
probably the reason that the hikers were ultimately 
found. 

At 11 a.m. Sunday a team of Steve Millenbach, 
Bill Hartley and Peter Vierheilig from Sierra Madre 
found the two missing hikers nearly frozen and un¬ 
able to move. They were flown out by helicopter 
later that morning and have been hospitalized. Moy¬ 
neur is still hospitalized; however, Ryan McIntosh 
has been released from the hospital and is home. 

Both are slowly recovering from frostbite and, 
according to Jon Inskeep, president of the local 


Percell trial slated for Jau. 7 


The murder trial of Jeffrey Stephen Per¬ 
cell who is now 32 and who is being held 
with no bail for the double murder of his 
parents, Doris and John Percell, is set for 
Jan. 7, 8:30 a.m.. Dept. C, Pasadena Superior 
Court. Elton Sims is the District Attorney. 
The Percells were found murdered in their 
home on Liliano in Sierra Madre on Nov. 16, 
1988, and the coroner said they had been dead 
24 to 48 hours. Mr. and Mrs. Percell were 
found in separate rooms, both covered with 
quilts. 

Mr. Percell was found beside the bed and 
Mrs. Percell was found in another room on 
the bed. Both had been gagged and bound 


at their feet and wrists. Each had been shot. 

Jeffrey Percell had fled the scene and, 
along with Mrs. Percell’s cream-colored Mer¬ 
cedes, was not found until Dec. 13 when he 
surrendered to Burlington, Vt. police. 
Sheriff’s homicide representatives flew to Ver¬ 
mont to pick him up; however, Percell fought 
extradition and was not shipped back to 
California until April, 1989. 

The preliminary hearing began May 24, 
1989, with Percell pleading not guilty to the 
double count of murder of his parents. A 
series of postponements have continued until 
now, over two years later, when Percell’s 
trial will begin. 


Search and Rescue, “and are lucky to be alive.” 

When asked why they made it through such 
adverse conditions, Inskeep said, “They started a 
fire on Friday evening and in the wee hours on 
Saturday morning someone spotted the fire. It was a 
clue and that’s why Millenbach’s team headed there. 
They kept the fire going most of Saturday and 
made a crude shelter of tree branches that kept them 
out of the wind. On Saturday night in sub-freezing 
temperatures they were without a fire. They were 
also dressed in light clothing for a day hike.” 

The Search and Rescue Team also rescued David 
Anderson, son of Merrill and Audrey Anderson of 
Sierra Madre, in Bailey Canyon on Nov. 23. He 
was two miles up, ready to backpack, when he fell 
and broke his heel and several fingers of his hand.

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Sierra Madre 
Police take part 
in ‘3-D week’ 


With the major thrust these days 
on driving carefully during the holidays, 
the Sierra Madre Police Department is 
joining the statewide observance of 3-D 
week in California next week. 

In a symbolic observance of pro¬ 
blems caused by impaired drivers over 
the holidays, on-duty officers of the 
Sierra Madre Police Department will 
keep their vehicle headlights on during 
the day of Monday, Dec. 9, as part of a 
concerted effort by law enforcement 
officers statewide. 

The headlight observance kicks off 
the first weekday of National Drunk 
and Drugged Driving Awareness Week 
(3-D Week), sponsored by the National 
Highway Traffic Safety Administration 
(NHTSA), which is Dec. 7-13. The 
Sierra Madre Police Department head¬ 
light observance coincides with a similar 
statewide observance by the California 
Highway Patrol and other local law en¬ 
forcement officers. 

“The holiday season is a time of 
particular concern for law enforce¬ 
ment,” said Police Chief Bill Betts. 
“Crashes caused by impaired drivers 
are always a problem and this special 
one day headlight observance is one 
way we can help focus attention on the 
problem.”

Carrot Top revisited...

Reviewing the past 18'/2 years of my 
ownership of the newspaper comes to an end, 
and it is now the time to place the period for 
me. That Jan Reed became the Editor-Publisher 
of the Sierra Madre News was by no means 
an accident. It was not a “Quick Sell” or “Get 
Out Quick” affair with the owner at that time. 

One day I received a letter in the mail. 
The letter was from an attorney in Los Angeles 
asking if the Sierra Madre News was for sale or 
if I knew of any other similar size newspaper 
that might be for sale. After several days I did 
answer the letter and told him that it was for 
sale, and gave him the selling price and some of 
the qualifications of the business. 

I was 67 years of age at the time and life 
was running out on me at this speed of activity. 
I had been looking for the right party to take 
over the newspaper for quite some time, some¬ 
one who would keep the spirit alive and keep 
the city population on its toes. 

A few days after the letter was sent, Jan 
and Don Reed arrived at the newspaper office. 
They apprised me that the attorney was repre¬ 
senting them and they were ready to go over 
the business and proposition as to the purchase 
of the newpaper. This was the latter part of 
June or the first of July. 

I knew Jan Reed’s writing ability and 
policy as she was the Editor of the newspaper 
in San Marino and I had read her many times 
and paid attention to her format for producing 
a newpaper. After negotiations and the check¬ 
ing out of each other at various sources, I 


sold the newspaper to Jan Reed. The paper 
was passed into her hands on September 24, 
1980 at noon. And of course it did. 

Time has proven that I chose the right 
person. The newspaper has gone ahead by 
leaps and bounds in the past 11 years. She has 
done a capable job. 

There is one little story that I would like 
to tell you and it was one that happened on 
one of the nine newspapers that I owned. The 
Linotype machine had to be placed in the front 
window of the newspaper building. It was the 
only place for it and it was right next door to 
the Post Office. 

Day in and day out people would stand 
in front of the window and watch its operation, 
and the operator setting type. Waiting for their 
mail to be placed in their boxes, a long line 
sometimes accumulated. 

On this particular day 1 was operating 
the machine. The operator’s back was always 
against the window, and upon hearing the door 
open I greeted the gentleman that had entered 
and told him that I would be with him as soon 
as I could clear the machine. By the time 
I had cleared the machine and asked him as to 
what I could do for him, I found him on his 
hands and knees looking under the machine. 
First one side and then the other. 

Finally he looked up at me and asked, 
“Where does the newpaper come out at?” 

Do you know, as well as I know those 
machines, I do not think he asked a dumb 
question.

People in 
the congregation might leave. But then we’re 
back to the age old question of just what we 
mean by “Christian brotherly love.” That, 
incidentally, was the underlying motivation of 
the many churches in history who have defied 
secular power in granting sanctuary to people 
who posed more serious threats to domestic 
tranquility than day workers. It may be time 
for us to look in the mirror to see if we are 
wearing a mask. Go in peace, and may days 
follow your nights.

Church tradition has 
put so much emphasis 
upon the virginity of 
Mary, the mother of 
Jesus that her larger 
place in the Christian 
faith has sometimes 
been overlooked. 

In the original Greek 
version of the Gospel 
of St. Luke, Mary is 
referred to as a parlhe- 
nos. This is a technical 
term dating back to the 
time when Greeks wor¬ 
shiped the goddess, 
Athena. The term means 
“a young woman,” al¬ 
though not necessarily a 
virgin. 

The Virgin Birth is an 
article of belief, pure and 
simple. Many Protestants 
no longer affirm this 
particular belief, while 
still affirming that mira¬ 
cles happen. Other Prot¬ 
estants firmly believe in 
the Virgin Birth of Jesus 
along with the other 
miracles reported in the 
Bible. 


Back in my old home 
state of Nebraska, the La 
Shures were sort of a 
“C. and E.” church 
family - that is, we at¬ 
tended on Christmas and 
Easter. I can remember 
the same discussion tak¬ 
ing place in the car as 
we returned home fol¬ 
lowing Christmas Eve 
services year after year. 
My mother affirmed the 
Virgin Birth, and my 
father declared that Jo¬ 
seph must have been a 
good man “to not throw 
her out.” You could 
call this rough prairie 
theology. 

1 have long been in¬ 
terested in finding the 
common ground be¬ 
tween different beliefs 
and opinions. To those 
on both sides of the 
Virgin Birth issue, let 
me suggest that we can 
all agree on something: 
that Mary is the ideal 
believer in God.

He had a rare gift 
for taking the truth and 
getting it out in plain 
language. 

This month between 
Thanksgiving and Christ¬ 
mas is a time of prepara¬ 
tion for what to most 
people is the biggest 
celebration of the year. 
Celebrations properly 
mean traditions, and 
Christmas time is, of 
course, full of them. Tra¬ 
ditions are good for us, 
for at their best they con¬ 
tain truths which are 


valid for all time. Tra¬ 
ditions surround those 
truths with the special 
feelings that help us un¬ 
derstand how special and 
important those truths 
are. The other side of 
this, however, is that 
sometimes in the process 
it becomes difficult to 
understand exactly what 
those truths are, or to 
communicate them to 
people who have never 
really understood what 
the church has to say. 

The church calls this 
season Advent, from a 
word which means “com¬ 
ing.” It is a time to 
remember the coming of 
Jesus Christ and to pre¬ 
pare ourselves for it. The 
Church recognizes really) 
three “advents” of Jesus, 
the one who “was, and 
is, and is to come (Revela¬ 
tion 1:8).”

snakes to prove the power 
of God. And they have 
an amazingly persuasive 
leader. 

The problem for the 
parents is how to remove 
their son from a situation 
that seems impossible to 
them - and enthralling 
and satisfying to him. 

The play is well writ¬ 
ten, and this is a simple 
but most effective pro¬ 
duction. The scenes with 
the cult are handled par¬ 
ticularly well. It is quite 
possible to feel the 
hypnotic attraction. 

Director Jim Nasella 
must receive much of the 
credit for the naturalism 
of the scenes. 

Fran Vrlich is convinc¬ 
ing as the concerned 
father, laying aside cer¬ 
tain familiar mannerisms, 
and Jo Ann Nelson is 
fine as the nearly hysteri¬ 
cal mother.

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Three Arcadia High students 
spend AFS summer in Spain

Three Arcadia High 
School students learned 
how to party Spanish style 
and improved on their a- 
bility to converse in Span¬ 
ish while participating in 
American Field Service 
programs this summer. 

Pam Proffitt, Sarah 
Skibba and Adrienne 
Miller each spent some 
seven weeks living as 
Spaniards live. 

Skibba, who was in 
Burgos, a small “middle 
of nowhere” community 
in northern Spain, de¬ 
scribes a typical day as 
one that began about 11 
a.m., when she and her 
host sisters would get up 
and breakfast on toast 
(bread fried in a pan as 
there was no toaster), 
covered with chocolate 
yogurt and fruit. 

After doing household 
chores, lunching and 
watching Spanish soap 
operas while eating pas¬ 
tries and ice cream, siesta 
time would take them 
through to about 6 p.m. 
Then it would be time to 
go to the center of the 
city to “hang out,” go¬ 
ing to pubs and discos 
with other young people. 
During fiesta time, she 
and her teenage sisters 
w’ould stay out until as 
late as 5 a.m., otherwise, 
they would go home for 
dinner at 11 p.m. 


For Miller, who lived 
in Algorta, a Basque vil¬ 
lage on the Bay of Viz¬ 
caya, the daily routine, 
weather permitting, would 
include going to the beach 
until about 9 p.m. 

Proffitt, who lived in 
Bilbao, a large Basque 
community on the north¬ 
ern coast, would often 
spend afternoons shop¬ 
ping, sightseeing or sitting 
in the plaza, eating ice 


cream and sunflower 
seeds. 

All three girls found 
out that Spanish young 
people spend a lot of time 
hanging out in bars, lis¬ 
tening to music, dancing 
and just being with 
friends. Proffitt explains 
that kids don’t work be¬ 
cause it’s hard to find 
summer jobs, therefore, 
summer is spent partying 
before school starts in the 
fall. 

The three AHS girls 
had studied Spanish be¬ 
fore their summer exper¬ 
iences, but Miller, a 17- 
year old junior, resorted 
to “Spanglish,” a lan¬ 
guage combination, to 
work through the com¬ 
munication gap. Proff¬ 
itt, a 17-year old senior, 
says she feels almost flu¬ 
ent in Spanish and that 
advance placement Span¬ 
ish 4 is easy for her now. 

Skibba, a 16-year old 
junior, admits to using 
the dictionary a lot in 
the beginning, but, by the 
end of eight weeks, she 
could converse with her 
hosts in either English or 
Spanish. 

Proffitt describes 
Spanish teenagers as more 
friendly than their Ameri¬ 
can counterparts. Skibba 
calls them “carefree.” 
Girls in Spain don’t wear 
socks and do wear baggy 
jeans and T-shirts, with 
Chippie being the Guess 
comparable. 

The AFSers did experi¬ 
ence some new eating 
habits. Miller, who 
thought she didn’t like 
seafood, learned to like 
shrimp and lobster; how¬ 
ever, she didn’t like hav¬ 
ing food so greasy and 
salty. Proffitt said that 
she had the best French 
fries in Spain, which gives 
no credit to the French 
in calling them “potatas 


fritas.” She also talks 
about eating snails, 
squid, octopus, throat 
muscles and tripe, “stuff 
1 wouldn’t think of eating 
here.” 

Paella, a rice, vegetable 
and fish combination, be¬ 
came a favorite for Mill¬ 
er, who said that cow 
brain “wasn’t that bad.” 

Highlight of the trip 
for Skibba included be¬ 
ing the main attraction 
at a party to which the en¬ 
tire city of Burgos was in¬ 
vited and being named 
Miss Tourista 1991 in a 
contest at a discotheque. 

For Miller, the best 
parts of her AFS experi¬ 
ence were the times shared 
with her family. Skibba 
said she realized she could 
live with less, in smaller 
living conditions, with 
fewer possessions. 

Now back as students 
at AHS, Skibba is a mem¬ 
ber of Orchesis and the 
track team, while Miller, 
who was selected to the 
Arcadia Tournament of 
Roses Royal Court, is in 
the AP Spanish Club, 
Kiowas and is activities 
commissioner on Execu^ 
tive Council. 

Proffitt is president of 
Kiowas, senior class vice 
president and captain of 
the cross country team as 
well as a Junior Volunteer 
at Arcadia Methodist 
Hospital. 

Skibba describes the 
AFS summer not as a va¬ 
cation, but an experience 
as she “lived the every¬ 
day life of a Spaniard.” 

Miller, Proffit and 
^^kibba are three of seven 
Arcadia High students 
who participated in AFS 
experiences last summer.

The Arcadia Public Library is pleased to 
announce the installation of our new CD-ROM 
based periodical index UMl ProQuest. A CD- 
ROM (read only memory) has massive storage 
space. An entire set of encyclopedias may be 
stored on one disc. There are two ProQuest 
workstations in the library each with a computer 
and printer. 

The system allows patrons to retrieve arti¬ 
cles from over 3(X) general-interest periodicals. 
Arcadia Library has quite a few of these 300 
periodicals and ProQuest will inform the user if 
the library subscribes to the title the article is 
found in. The discs include information from 
1986 to the present. Each month the discs are 
updated to provide the most recent information. 
Periodicals include such varied topics as art, 
business, education, consumer needs, health, 
the sciences, literary reviews and politics, to 
name a few. 

To retrieve articles on specific subjects, 
follow the instructions at each workstation. 
Please be sure to ask the library staff questions 
if you need help while searching. 

Besides being the best source for current 
information, ProQuest is capable of combining 
search terms that can greatly expand your search 
or limit it to a few articles, depending on 
what you need. You can also limit your results 
to articles from one periodical; a good tool to 
use if you’re searching for a recent article in 
Time Magazine, for example. Each citation 
includes a 25-word summary. ProQuest also 
provides a special word index to check spelling 
and to view different word forms. 

The library has received favorable com¬ 
ments from users about ProQuest and has plans 
in the future to purchase other CD-ROM data¬ 
bases. 

For those interested in reading introductory 
material on computers and their storage capacity 
we recommend the following two books: “Un¬ 
derstanding Computers: Memory & Storage” 
(call no. 62L397M) and “Computer Basics” 
(call no. 001.64C).
